M ore than 1,000 
homes across 
Hackney are 
to be 

renovated to increase 
insulation - reducing 
energy bills and cutting 
carbon emissions. 

The borough has been 
awarded £2.9million 
following a successful bid 
from Hackney Homes, 
which manages Council 
housing in Hackney, with 



help from London Energy 
Efficiency Ltd. 

The Homes and 
Communities Agency, 
which funds housing 
and regeneration across

the UK, runs the Social 
Housing Energy Saving 
Programme (SHESP), 
which aims to help 
social landlords insulate 
hard-to-treat cavity 
walls. 

The filling of these 
walls would not normally 
have been covered by the 
Decent Homes 
programme, which aims 
to bring all housing up to 
a set Government 
standard. 

The work will be 
completed by existing 
Decent Homes 
contractors and spread 


out over the next two 
years. Cllr Karen Alcock, 
Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “This is a 
welcome boost to 
Hackney’s Decent Homes 
programme. 

“The funding will go a 
long way to improving 
insulation in our harder 
to treat cavity walls and 
give our tenants not only 
better insulated homes, 
but homes that are 
cheaper to heat.” 

Hackney Homes’ bid is 
one of the 46 sharing a 
fund of up to £84m as 
part of SHESP, which was 


announced in the 
national Government 
budget earlier this year. 

The initiative forms 
part of the Government’s 
Housing Stimulus 
Package, which is 
designed to boost the 
housing market.

AS regular readers of this column will know, I have been 
increasingly concerned over recent years by the rise in the 
number of betting shops in certain areas of the borough, 
and angered by the fact that we can’t act on residents’ 
concerns because local councils don’t have the legal 
powers to stop more betting shops opening on our high 
streets. 

Everyone has the right to a flutter on the Grand National if 
that’s their wish, but it is a sad reality that the high 
concentrations of betting shops in particular areas are 
linked to problem gambling, and can become magnets for 
anti-social behaviour. 

In these difficult times we need to do everything we can to 
protect the shops on our high streets that serve the 
essential day-to-day needs of the local community, 
including being able to reject those that take millions of 
pounds out of communities and put nothing back. 

We believe that decisions about the shape of our 
community should be taken by local people and that is why 
the Council is using the new Sustainable Communities Act 
to ask the Government to give us the power to act on the 
concerns of local residents and refuse permission for new 
betting shops to open, deciding together when enough is 
enough.

ACKNEY’S own 
Phillips Idowu is 
celebrating after 
winning a gold 
medal in the men’s triple 
jump at the World 
Athletics Championships 
in Berlin. 

The 30-year-old, who 
grew up in the borough 
and often visits family still 
living here, was 
disappointed when he 
‘only’ took silver at the 


Beijing Olympics last year 
- missing out to Portugal’s 
Nelson Evora by just five 
centimetres. 

But the tables were 
turned on 1 8 August when 
Idowu produced the 
biggest jump in the world 
this year - a personal best 
of 17.73m - and stopped 
defending champion Evora 
in his tracks. 

When asked on BBC 
Radio Four the next day 
how this compared to last 
year’s disappointment, he 
said winning gold in Berlin 
‘made up for it’. 

He said: “It has been a

long time coming. It’s a 
great feeling. I always 
believed I could perform a 
lot better than I had been 
doing, and it’s finally come 
to pass. 


“It’s not often you get to 
pick up a global title.

And he still has his 
sights on Olympic 
triumph when the Games 
come to his home patch in 
2012 . 

He told The Guardian 
newspaper: “I still have a 
dream of being Olympic 
champion. It’s a long way 
away. 

“I’ve got another couple 
of years and I’ve still got to 
defend this title. I’ve also 
got to defend my world 
indoor title next year.”

She said: “Luol’s worked 
really hard and it makes you 
feel that anyone can achieve 
what he has. Seeing him at 
the Park shows that, just 
because he’s made it, doesn’t 
mean he’s forgetten where 
he came from.” 

Andre, 18, from 
Springfield, started playing 
basketball two years ago 
and trains every day. 

He said: “When the NBA 
is on I stay up all night to 
watch Luol - he’s a great 
player. Whoever would have 
thought being a Hackney 
2012 Youth Ambassador 
would give me the chance to 
meet him?

THE owner of a Mare Street shop has been prosecuted, 
after a large number of counterfeit DVDs was seized by the 
Council’s Trading Standards team. 

Hung Trinh, owner of London Starnight Supermarket, 
pleaded guilty at Thames Magistrates Court, on 29 July, to 
offences under the Video Recordings Act 1984. 

When Trading Standards visited the shop, they also found 
four DVD recording towers with duplicating equipment 
capable of producing nine DVDs at a time, as well as 
computer hardware. 

The British Board of Film Classification confirmed that none 
of the DVD titles seized and submitted for examination had 
been granted a classification certificate. 

Trinh was sentenced to eight weeks imprisonment 
suspended for two years. He was ordered to pay the 
Council’s full costs of £1 ,792, and was electronically 
tagged and subject to a curfew for 60 days. He also 
forfeited all the DVDs, computer hardware and duplicating 
equipment. 

Cllr Alan Laing, the Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “This is yet another successful 
outcome in the Council’s fight to rid the borough of 
counterfeit and black-market goods.” 

CCTV helps catch rapist 

A JOINT effort by the Council’s CCTV Service Team and 
Hackney Police has helped to put a dangerous sex offender 
behind bars. 

Paul Heath, 32, was jailed indefinitely last week having 
been found guilty of raping a woman in Stoke Newington. 
Heath was identified after the Council’s CCTV Service 
reviewed hours of CCTV footage and obtained good facial 
images of the suspect. 

When the images were passed to the police, an officer 
identified the suspect from memories of previous offences. 
As a result of this joint effort, Heath was arrested the 
following day. 

Cllr Alan Laing, the Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “This was an unspeakable crime 
and I want to commend the tireless work of the CCTV team 
and Hackney Police in bringing this man to justice.”

Lord of the 
swing 

IT’S not often you get 
to dance precariously 
atop London 
landmarks -but for 
one hour Hackney 
resident Scott Pulpit 
bopped and lindy 
hopped. 

The One and Other art 
project invited 2,400 performers to become a ‘living 
monument’ for an hour each, by occupying Trafalgar 
Square’s Fourth Plinth. Scott and his Hackney swing dance 
school, Swing Patrol, transformed the area into a 1 9308- 
style jitterbug haven. 

Around 1 00 members of the school followed the dance 
instructor’s moves as he demonstrated from the plinth 
above, with a huge number of spectators watching from 
the sidelines. 

Bid to limit betting shops 

HACKNEY has applied to the Government for stronger 
powers to control the concentration of betting shops. 

There are more than 60 bookmakers in Hackney, which is 
over three times the local authority average. Following 
concern from residents and ward councillors that such a 
high concentration affects the most vulnerable members of 
society, the Council has applied under the Sustainable 
Communities Act. It wants stronger planning and licensing 
legislation so that it can control the number of bookmakers 
opening in an area. Of more than 500 local people 
responding through Hackney’s consultation 
e-panel, 64 per cent support the idea. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, said: “We have applied for 
stronger powers because residents cannot understand 
why we are prevented from meeting their needs in this 
matter, in line with the Government’s place-shaping 
agenda for councils.” 



On top of regeneration 

DEPUTY Mayor of London, Sir Simon Milton, visited 
Hackney for a tour of the borough’s regeneration projects. 
Sir Simon, who has responsibility for Planning and 
Sustainable Development at the Greater London Authority, 
was shown the Woodberry Down Estate, Dalston town 
centre and the major Dalston Square redevelopment. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, the 
Council’s Cabinet 
Member for 
Regeneration and the 
201 2 Olympics 
Paralympic Games, 
said: “Sir Simon’s visit 
was an ideal 
opportunity to 
demonstrate to City Hall 
that such work in 
Hackney is making 
good progress despite 
the current economic 
climate.”

O NE of the capital’s 
first free outdoor 
gyms has become 
a welcomed 
addition to Hackney’s 
Acton Estate. 

The ‘alfresco’ fitness 
centre at the E8 estate

“There are many families 
from here who cannot 
afford to go to an 
established gym. This 
takes the pressure away 
from them as there is now 
one on their doorstep.” 

Residents of the estate,

outdoor gymnasium and 
were impressed with the 
idea of being able to get fit 
for free. 

Along with the outdoor 
fitness centre, there is also 
a large garden on the 
Acton Estate, where 
residents also have access 
to sports equipment such 
as table tennis bats and 
footballs. 


£ 50 k to bring shops to life

AN innovative pilot scheme to bring 
Hackney’s empty shops back into 
use has been given a boost by 
£50,000 in Government funding. 

The Council’s work to support 
businesses by attracting more 
visitors has already seen hundreds of 
people drawn to Hackney Central 
this summer by film screenings, 
talks and shows at the Savoy Cafe in 
Graham Road, E8, which has been 
empty since the 1990s. The Council 
is now working with local 
businesses to explore a range of 
ways to bring other properties back 
into use.

Paralympic Games, said: 

“Hackney’s town centres are vitally 
important to our local economy and 
our residents.

Those who fail to 
return them by 30 November risk a £1 ,000 fine. 

Annual canvass forms let the Council know who is eligible 
to vote, but credit reference companies also use the 
electoral register to check addresses. Signing up for other 
Council services, including paying Council Tax, does not 
register residents to vote.

It sends information on behalf of Hackney Safer 
Neighbourhoods, and Hackney Police as well as 
police in other boroughs, keeping users updated 
on police activity that is relevant to them, and 
offering advice on crime prevention.

I ’M meant to be 

retired!” declares Dame 
Anna Hassan, making 
her way through a 
group of children gathered 
around her as she steps 
forward to greet me, clearly 
delighted to be with them. 

Until April, she was 
headteacher at Millfields 


Community School, E 5, 
where she was widely 
praised for turning it 
around from being a 
‘failing’ primary when she 
started there 16 years ago 
to the respected centre of 
excellence that it is 
regarded as today. 

But a life of retired leisure 
is not for her. The 6 3 -year- 
old now works as a 
consultant offering advice 
to schools such as Daubney 
Primary in Clapton, where 
she has found a ‘window’ in 


which to meet Hackney 
Today. She explains: “I can’t 
be one of these people who 
says ‘oh, I’m retired - I’m 
going to take the dog for a 
walk’ - although the 
exercise would probably do 
me good!” 

Being a ‘workaholic’ is in 
her blood, she says. Born to 
Italian Catholic parents in 
Northern Ireland, her 
family owned a chain of 
ice-cream parlours and fish 
and chip shops, and her 94- 
year-old mother, Rosa, was 


working until three years 
ago - a feat which Anna 
hopes to repeat. 

She admits that she 
decided on a career in 
teaching to escape from the 
prospect of ‘an Italian 
arranged marriage’ and 
came to London to train in 
the 1960s. It was here that 
she met her engineer 
husband, Nevzat ‘Ali’ 
Hassan, now 63, a Turkish- 
Cypriot Muslim. 

After the birth of their 
son, Dogan, in 1972, they 
moved to Northern Ireland 
before returning to London 
seven years later. Anna 
started working as a teacher 
again and in 1983 became 
deputy head and later head 
at Grasmere Primary, N16, 
before being invited to 
become head at Millfields 
in 1993. When she took 
charge non-attendance was 
at 50 per cent - and that 
was just the teachers.

What is the secret of her 
success? She explains: 
“Honesty, hard work, 
clarity, having the courage 
to employ people that I 
could see had potential and 
encouraging them to 
achieve that potential.” 

She has seen some staff 
progress from being ‘dinner 
ladies’, to classroom 


assistants to teachers 
themselves, and more than 
40 people she has worked 
with have become head 
teachers. 

But the core of her 
success is her undeniable 
love and respect for 
children. She says: 

“Children fascinate me. If 
things are right for children 
then everything else falls 
into place.

Q. I have recently moved to Hackney. I notice that 
the truck comes at different times each week. 
When, where and how should I put my recycling 
boxes? 

A: Recycling should be put out each 
week by 7.30am on your collection 
day, at the boundary of your property, 
in a visible location. Boxes should not 
be placed on the pavement unless 
this cannot be avoided. 

While the Council can guarantee the 
day of collection will remain the same, 
the time of the collection may change. 

So it is important that recycling boxes 
are out by 7.30am. Collections take 
place daily during the week until 
4.30pm and boxes may be picked up at 
any time during this period. 

In order to help the collection crew return boxes after emptying 
residents should write their house number on these.

Conserving heritage and character 


A NEW conservation area 
has been created in 
Hackney Road. 

After consulting with 
residents, the Council took 
action to protect the area’s 
architectural and historic 
interest. Cllr Guy 
Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and the 2012 Olympic & 
Paralympic Games, said: 
“Conservation areas are an 
important part of our 


borough’s heritage, 
representing a cross section 
of the best surviving 
examples of different 
aspects of development 
from housing, industrial 
areas, open spaces and 
town centres.” 

The new area runs from 
Waterson Street in the 
south, takes in the area 
around Haggerston Park, 
and then runs along 
Goldsmith’s Row, and up 


to Whiston Road on the 
northern boundary. 

The Council also has a 
conservation area appraisal 
- an illustrated document 
describing the history and 
significance of the area. 

The appraisal is used to 
deal with planning 
applications in the area. 

It includes 19th century 
maps and early photos to 
show how the area evolved 
from fields and farmland in 


the 1 8th century. It 
describes early Georgian 
houses and shops and the 
development of retailers 
and trades, that established 
themselves in East London. 

It also includes the 
history of Haggerston 
Park, describing its unique 
features, such as the 
popular Hackney City 
Farm, the long walk, the 
new tennis courts and 
sports centre.

B ACK in December 
2008 the Council 
introduced a new 
recycling service to 
all estates across the 
borough - and results show 
it is performing well. 

Residents on estates can 
now recycle paper, 
cardboard, glass bottles and 
jars, tins, cans and plastic 
bottles, which can be 
collected at home and 
dropped into recycling bins. 
These are mainly located 
next to refuse stores or at 
estate entrances. 

With people making 
good use of the new 
recycling bins, more than 
1,700 tonnes of material

have been recycled since 
December 2008. This is an 
increase of 400 tonnes, or 
23 per cent, compared to 
the same period in 2006 
and 2007. 

Cllr Alan Laing, the 
Council’s Cabinet Member 
for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Thank you to everyone for 


their contributions, 
supporting the Council’s 
efforts to help make 
Hackney a cleaner, greener 
borough. 

“We want residents to 
recycle as much as possible 
so it’s great to see the new 
estate recycling service 
working well and people 
responding to the improved 
service. 

“Feedback on the new 
service has generally 
been positive with people 
welcoming the option to 
recycle new materials. But 
we want even more 
residents on estates to 
recycle their waste.” 

The Council’s recycling 
team is currently carrying 
out a review of the new 
service, identifying estates 


where there may be issues, 
and working to resolve 
them. It aims to ensure that 
a wide range of materials 
can be recycled on estates 
and make recycling as easy 
as possible for all residents.

The London Improvisers Orchestra, Cafe 
Oto, E8, 2 August 

SUNDAY evening and just as the sun is 
beginning to set, Dalston’s Cafe OTO is 
packed. The expectant audience watch as 
more and more musicians - 29 to be exact 
- pile into the venue. 

The sound of a myriad of instruments being 
tuned fills the air; from violins to electric 
guitars; from double basses to trombones. 
After a brief introduction, the musicians 
start playing, well, whatever they feel like. 
One member, looking slightly like a mad 
professor, holds fort over a table of 
homemade instruments, while the group’s 
vocalist generates some beautiful and, at 
times, downright crazy sounds. 

Although initially quite bizarre, it soon 


becomes clear that these are very talented 
people indeed, capable of creating 
interesting and unique pieces, literally on 
the spot. 

Following the ‘free improvisation’, members 
of the orchestra take turns in conducting. 
This is largely in line with traditional 
conducting, except for the omission of any 
predetermined composition. 

One conductor takes a more random 
approach, however, instructing individual 
musicians to play according to criteria such 
as whether they are wearing socks. The 
results are surprisingly wonderful.

Roots of revolution 


TREE has been 
planted on Stoke 
Newington 
iCommon to 
commemorate the work of 
those who campaigned for 
the abolition of slavery, with 
a plaque to mark its 
importance. 

The contribution made 
by local people to ensure 
the passing of the 1807 
Abolition of Slavery Act 
cannot be underestimated. 
Supporters came from all 
walks of life - from MPs 
and church leaders, to 
ordinary people who made 
their own protest by 
boycotting goods produced 
through slave labour. All 
had an important role to 
play, and some of the most 
influential lived in Stoke 
Newington. 

The writings of poet 
Thomas Day (1748-1789) 
were extremely influential in 
raising public awareness of 
the inhumanity of slavery. 
His incredibly successful 


poem The Dying Negro was 
the earliest direct literary 
attack on the slave trade. 

In 1783, businessman 
William Allen and fellow 
Stoke Newington residents 
Samuel Hoare and Joseph 
Woods signed the first 
petition against the trade. 
Four years later Allen was a 
founder member of the 
Society for the Abolition of 
the Slave Trade. 

James Stephen (1758- 
1832) was the mastermind 
whose political strategy 
ensured William 
Wilberforce’s Bill for the 
abolition of slavery could be 
passed in Parliament after 
being defeated 1 1 times 
between 1789 and 
1805. 

John Aikin 
edited a monthly 
paper, The 
Athenaeum, 
between 1807 and 
1809 which 

F 

reported 
positively 
on the 


introduction and 
enforcement of 
the Abolition 
Act and 
included 
supportive 
poetry by 
authors 
including his 
sister Anna 
Lsetitia. Like 
many of his 
fellow-abolitionists, 

Aikin gave up sugar because 
it was produced through the 
labour of slaves. 

The Reverend Thomas 
Binney was another active 
member of the British and 
Foreign Anti-Slavery Society. 

He was known as the 
Archbishop of 
Nonconformity. 
Binney is buried in 
Abney Park 
Cemetery alongside 
other prominent 
figures who 




continued the fight to 
end slavery. These 
include Reverend 
Thomas Burchell 
(1799-1846) and 
Reverend 
Samuel 

Oughton (1803- 
81), Baptist 
missionaries who 
worked for 
emancipation in 
Jamaica, and Reverend 
Dr. Christopher Newman 
Hall (1816-1902), who 
supported emancipation in 
the United States. 

Despite the passing of the 
1807 Act, slavery continued 
- it was only the trade that 
had been banned. But Stoke 
Newington’s abolitionists 
didn’t give up, making 
valuable contributions 
towards achieving the 1833 
Act, which made slavery 
illegal throughout the 
British Empire.

Bright new LED idea for traffic 



ENERGY-saving LEDs 
are set to be installed in 
3,500 traffic lights at 
around 300 junctions in 
the capital. 

Light Emitting Diode 
technology can reduce 
electricity consumption 
and the associated CO 2 
emissions that cause 
climate change by 60 per 
cent. The new LED -fitted 
junctions will save 600 
tonnes of these emissions 
a year and around 
£200,000 in energy costs. 

The LEDs will replace 


the existing bulbs at 
3,500 traffic signal heads, 
each of which contain at 
least three bulbs. 

TfL is collecting 
information from 
companies interested in 
supplying and fitting these 
new lights. Locations will 
be decided next year. 

Meanwhile, Hackney 
currently has 58 LED 
street lighting units in the 
borough, including what 
is believed to be, in

East London Line goes ‘live’ 

PEOPLE living along the 
length of the East London 
Line extension have been 
warned that the new 
£1 bn railway should now 
be regarded as live at all 
times. 

Transport for London 
engineers are currently 
testing sections of the 
track by turning on 750 
volts of DC current. 

Howard Smith, Chief Operating Officer for TfL London Rail, 
said: “Although the ELL is a secure area, all members of the 
public need to be aware that it is changing from a 
construction site to an operational railway. 

“Once the electricity testing is completed and the last rail laid 
then test trains will start running later this year so that the 
new railway can open to the public on schedule in June 
2010 .” 

The current will be turned on along 5.5 miles (9kms) of track 
from Dalston Junction south to New Cross Gate. A notice has 
also been sent out to 35,000 residents along the line.

Dalston diversion update

The Domestic Violence 
Partnership Manager has 
responsibility for the Hate 
Crime team. “We have eight 
people in the team including 
four caseworkers - one of 
whom is a qualified 
counsellor.
